OUR Excellency has without doubt been 


inform’d of the Rebellion, which a certain 


Coffack, call’d Condrathe Boclawin raisd fome 
time ago in the Country fiiuate near the Ta- 
nais, and in which he engag'd a great Number of 
the Inhabitants. The Major of the Guards, Prince 
Dolchorocki, was.ordet’d with fome Coffack Troops 
to difperie the Rebels ; and we receiv'd the 22d of 
this Month the following welcome News by an Ex- 
prefs difpatch’d the 9th from Troittho by M. Tolftoy 


_ Governor of Afof. 


The 5th of this Month the Rebel Boclawin fent 
his chief Accomplicies with 5000 Men towards Afof, 
upon the ridiculousDefign of making them{elvesMa- 
fters of that Capital Fortrefs: They advanc'd the 
6th, both Horfe and Foot very near Afof, and po- 
fted themfelves in a Timber-Yard, among the Tim- 


ber and other Wood which was thete for building © 


of Ships: ‘Upon which Gollonel Wafilief Sally’d 
ont of Afof with goo Men and fome loyal Coffacks, 


to drive them from thence: But they being much 


fuperiour in number ‘twas impoflible for him to dif- 
lodge them, On the contary, they repuls'd bim, 
andadvanc’d to one of the Suburbs of Afof, call’d 
the Suburbs of the Seamen ; but this turn’d co their 
Deftrudion, for Collonel Wafilief being reinforc’d 
there by four Companies of regular Troops, and 
fapported by the Cannon of the Place, and of the 
‘Ships that lay within reach, charg'’d the Rebels afreth 
with greater vigour than before; fo that by the 
‘blefing of God on the glorious Arms of his Czarith 
“Majefty, they were driven from the Suburbs, and 
with. continual firieg to_ the Banks of the 

iver... So.great was their Terrour, that moft of 
them threw themfelves into the Water, aad not be- 


_ ing able, ro {wim over perith’d miferably.in it. In 


this 423 of them were kill'd, 400. drown'd, 
and 60 taken Prifoners: And what is not a little 
Strange, onour Side one Calmack only was kill’d 


_ and 10.Soldiers or Coffacks wounded. 


The next Day, the 7th, tlte Orroman General, 
whofe “Name is Ilia Seernfhikow, Governour of 


‘Czaerkasko, the Capital of the Coflacks, fent 
Vice to the. Governor of Afof, that the fame Day 
loyal Coffacks having confulced together, had 
yattack’d the Houle of rhe Rebel Boclawin, in 


der to fieze him; that he had thut up his Doors, 


“and defended bimfelf with Bravery, having kill'd 
-With his own Hands two of the Affailants, which 
oblig’d them to bring Caanon to batter down the — 


Houfe: Upon which Boclawin, to pre@ent ‘falling 
into their Hands, fho: bimfelf through the Head 
with a Piftol,and thus miferably ehced bis Rebcbious 
Life. The. Accomplices of his Rebellive, parcicu- 
larly his Son aud his Brucher, and the whiels of thofe 
he had fent to fecure Alof, and who fled fromy thence 
to his Houfe, were taken, put into Irons, and fent, 
to Afof: Likewile the dead Body of Boclawin was 
brought thither for greater ceriaivty, and being 
Quarter’d,bis Limbs were hung up in feveral Places 
about the City. 

Thus by the bleffing of the Almighty. this dange- 
rous Rebellion was inurely quell’d, and due Punifh- 
ment will be infircted on the reft of the Rebels. 
The other Coffacks, {ome of whom were engag’d 
in the Rebellion by Force, and others drawn iato it 
by fair Bretences, nave {ent Depaties co his Czarith 
Majefty toimplore his Mercy, 
_ The Governor of Afof adds further,that he had in- 
tercepted feveral Letters whith the Kebels had written 
tothe Turks Chafan Pasfha and Coebunfe Myrzen 
to excite them to appear in Arms againft his Cza- 
rifh Msjefty, upon which he had taken thé Precau- 
tion to write to them, to give them No- 
tice of the Rebellion of thofe People, and to 
require them that according to the Treaties of Peace 
they thould have no regard to fuch Letters, ‘but that 
they fhould rather enjoyn under fevere Penaties all 
the Turks end Tartars not to adhere to the Rebels : 
Upon which the faid Chafan Pastha, and the Grand 
Signior’s Envoy, CatiftG Bafhi return’d him an{wer, 
that they had fent back fome Letters of the Re- 
bellions Coffacks, and thofe who brought them ; 
and that in relation to wit he defir’d of them, they 
had fent a Meflenger to inform the Cham of Crim 
Tartary of the Contents of his Letters to them ; 
and that the faid Cham had caus’d to be publifh’d 
throughout the wHole Country of the Crim and 


Cochan an Order ftridtly enjoyning all the Inhabi- 


tants to keep a good Underftanding, and to live 
Neighbourly with the People of Afof, exprefly for- — 
bidding them to hold Correfpondeace with the Re- 
bels, orto give Ear or Credit to what they fhould 
fay or prerend. From whence we may conclude 
that the Turks and Tartars are fally refolv'd, invio- 
lably to obferve thé Peace with bis Czarith sdajefty: 
and "tis likewife trae that M. Tarlo the Greac Cook 
of the Crown, and a Swede, whom King Stanifla- 
us and the King of Sweden had fent to them to ask 
Succours, were not only refus’d, but were difmifs’d 
with Scorn and Conremprt. I am
